My sister’s 
girlfriend was there with her and was the last 
person to be with her.” The shooting started after 
the returned of the two gun men whom Jennifer 
said had left earlier after not welcome at the party. 
They were identified as Jameson Phoun 20 and 
Sothy Voeun 19 of Lowell. 

Gregg Croteau, Executive Director of the 
United Teen Equality Center (UTEC) in Lowell 
released a statement to the community on January 
5, 201 1 stating, ‘‘Corinna, we stand for peace in 
your memory." Continued in his statement also 
slated, ‘‘It’s vety troubling to start off 201 1 with 
an incident of youth violence, and especially on 
this scale. It s a great loss whenever young people 
in our city resort to violence." 

On Friday January 7, 201 1 there was a service 
held at the Triratanaram Temple in North 
Chelmsford that estimated about 100-150 young 
people a lone are at this service. 

Ms. Hoeuth Pang who is a family friend to 
both the gun men and the late Corinna Oeur shared, 

I fed sad for bodi families. They both loss a 
chiJd in their life. One through death, and the 
other two through prison/’ Ms. Pang, a Lowell 
resident since 1984, said, “I know these kids’ 
families since before they were bom. It is sad to 
see what happened to them and their families.” 

Jennifer Oeur shared that her sister Corinna 
was bom at Lowell General Hospital on May 26, 
1990. Not too long ago Corinna said, “l won’t 
liv e past 2 1 , reported Jennifer who also said the 
last thing Corinna left in her home video recording

was saying, “1 wanna say, I miss the world, and 
I hope the world misses me.” Both Jennifer and 
her girlfriend Phanny Omg 20 reported tha 
Corinna just started her GED program a 
Middlesex Community College back in December 
Mr. Samkhann Khoeun, Educational Advisor 
from a Trio-Educational Talent Search of Mid- 
dlesex Community College/Lowell High School, 
shared, "She registered for the GED program with 
Middlesex Community College in December in 
which she suppose to start class in the new 
semester starting Januaiy 5, 201 1 .’’

College (MCC) also attended the service on 
Friday evening. He reported, “I have a chance 
to share my condolences as a representative from 
Middlesex Community College with Corinna ’s 


Lowell City Councilor Rita Mercier reported. 

On Januaiy 11, 2011 the city councilors in the 
Public Safety sub-committee will be meeting to 
discuss the tragedy that happened. We need to 
put a stop to this by rc-grouping and positioning 
ourselves to deal and prevent this kind of incident 
from happening." She continued, “Joining at 
this meeting will be Middlesex District Attorney 
Gerard Leone.”

According to Mercier and a release from 
Croteau, Lower Highlands Neighborhood Asso- 
ciation was the first agency to take immediate 
action to bring together the community on Sunday 
afternoon follows the shooting on Saturday 
morning. In the release Croteau also stated, 
“UTEC staff, teen members, and board members 
joined the gathering to show support and roach 
out to the young people in mourning.” He also 
slated, In addition to combating gang and gun 
violence, we are also fighting against a variety of 
forces such as poverty and a lack of opportunities 
that create the space for such violence to occur,” 
Both Khoeun and Van reported the Middlesex 
Community College (MCC) staffs along with 
Dean Ken Mitchell held immediate meeting to 
discuss the short-term and long-term plans to 
support the family as they are dealing with the 
loss, funeral services, and going through the 
grieving period. Khoeun reported, “MCC staffs 
along with Dean Ken Mitchell met on Monday 
January the 5th and Friday January the 7th.” Mr, 
Van reported, ‘The long term plan has been to 
team up with other existing agencies such UTEC, 
Cambodian Mutual Assistant Association (CMAA), 
Lowell Community Health Center (LCHC), Meta 
Health Center, as well as other agencies in the 
community to develop plans and support for the 
Southeast Asian youth in Lowell.” A contact was 
made to CMAA acting Executive Director, Sengly 
Kong, and CMAA President of the Board, Rithy 
Long, and Gapt Kelly Richardson, a Lowell police 
spokesman on the situation, but all throe are not 
available and able to respond for comments.
